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States, let'us enquire whether they were justified by the 
French Decrees, aud consequently ascertain which power 
originated the dispute with America. 

The effect of the French Decrees was 'o annihilate the 
commerce of Great Britain with the greater portion of the 
European continent, by the operation of a most extensive 
and unjust measure of exclusion and aggression against 
American ships, which carried the commodities of Great 
Britain to Eurépe. The effect on the American com- 
merce was the same, by the operation of the British Or- 
ders. The question here then arises, whether such a ru- 
inous system Of retaliation as were those Orders, on a 
neutral and friendly power, was equitable? .Yes, says the 
Declaration: ‘* Systems of vieleuce, oppression, and ty- 
raniy, cai never be suppressed, of even checked, if the 
power against which such injustice is exercised be de- 
barred from the right of full and adequate retaliation.” 
This .is a very specions argdment in favour of adopting 
such a retaliation; but in order to establish its validity, 
it ought to be shewn that the very existence. of a nation 
is hazarded by refraining from meusures of retaliation so 
keenly revolting to every generous feeling, and which 
place a friendly power-on a siinilar footing with an enemy, 
by inflicting upon. her the injury of an enemy. A Ma- 
chiavelian system only would make the standard of justice 
different belween public and private communities: let ns 


then ask, whether a trader, of just and. honourable senti-. 


ment and conduct, would deprive his friend or acquaint- 
ance, of the fair profils arising. from a, commercial inter. 
course with another with whom the trader was at enmity, 
because that enemy had it unfortunately in his pewer to 
prevent him from selling a considerable portion of his 
cmmodities through the medium of his friend or ac- 
quaintance ?

acknowledgment of the Declaration itself, that * although 
they (the United States) knew that these Orders would be 
revoked if the Decrees of Frauce, which occasioned them, 
were repealed, they resolved at ihe same moment to resist 
the conduct of both Belligerents, instead of requiring of 
France, in the first instance, to rescind her Decrees, and 
they adopted measures of commercial restrictions against 
botb.” How the United States * tolerated the French 
pncasures of original aggression. and vielence with iadif.

meenrettrt rights, and which the Declaration justifies by mere 


assertion only, such as that it was ‘ established and enforced 


according to accustomed practice, and had not been ohject- 
ed tu by the United States at the time it was isgued.” Many 


causes might be easily shewn forsuch a silence inthe first ine 
stance Of thé blockade, which would not at all induce its 
continuance under the far greater evils to the United States 
resulting from the Orders in Counetl, and whick Orders 
were in fact to be traced to that Hlockade, which gare rise 
to the French Decrees that more immediately produced thet. 
The French and American Goveranients denounce the 
Blockade of 1896 as contrary-to the Rights of nations, be- 
cause it had been applied to such an extent of const as 
“could not be actually blockaded.” 

We could have wished that this most serious charze had 
been answered in the Declaration, by something sisre ex- 
culpatory of it thao such a brief and sweeping assertion, as 
‘these charges are not founded on fact,” beeause the 
guilt of the whole dispute, except that respecting impress- 
ment, has its origin in that blockade, if it really was cov. 
trary to the rights of Neutrals. -We are anxtous to have 
it shewn to us how neutrality is not vielated,—how Neus 
trat Powers are not unjustly injured, when their commerce 
is excluded from such very extensive lines of coast aa come 
| prehend hundreds of miles. Surely some evidence fron 
Paffendorf, Grotius, Valte!, or other respected statist, was 
beatae on so scrious a point in dispute, and where one 
party affirms aud another simply denies. 

We think that much more than a due importance is 
attached to the alleged partiality of the United States to 
France, and of the comparatively tame resistance made to 
her aggressions, when it ix recollected that the naval 
power, and consequcnUy the means of annoyance, pos- 
sessed by France, is trifling to that of Great Britain; aud 
when it is considered how much more it is the interest of 
the republic, in. a commercial point of view, to cultivate 
friendship with the latter, It is not to be conceived that 
America would wantonly Offend such a Power, frem a 
blind and useless partiality to its enemy, 

The following melancholy summafty is therefore dedu- 
cible from our investigation of this important feature of 

| the Declaration :—Firstly, Extensive tracts of the Prevei 
const. were declared by our Government in a state @ 
blockade, to the great injury not only of France, but of 
Neutrals, especially the Americans, while the charge exhi- 
bited by the enemy of the impossibility of those tracts of 
coast being really blockaded, has been met, not by proof, 
but by mere assertion. Secondly, As a measure of re- 
taliation to this nominal, but, to foreign trade, destructive. 
blockade, the French Government passed the Berlin and 
Milan Decrees, declaring all the British Isles in a state of 
blockade (a mere fiction, pent up as the French navy were 
in their ports), and all British property, and neutral ves 
sels containing it, lawful prize, wherever found. Thirdly, 
!'To retaliate ‘on France for these pernicious decrees, the 
British Governnient declared, hy Orders in Council, “ that 
“io neutral vessel should proceed to France, or to any of 
the countrics to which, in obedience to the dietates of 
France, British ecommerce was excluded, without firet 
touching at a port of ‘Creat Britain or-her dependencies. 
Fourthly, In consequeneg of these three measures, com. 
menced by Great Dritingrtatate by Frative, and fol- 
lowed up to tre ulmoMfrigour by Great ~Beitain, the 
Pnited States were deprived of her peaceable aud righttal 
commerce among nations,—a deprivation which no pre- 
tence, either of nominal blockade, ia the first instance, oF 
unjust decrees or orders of hostile Powers against the inde- 
pendence of Neutrals, gflerwards, could reader vali.

Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the Court.of Russia :— 

uM St. Petersburgh, Jan. 2, 1313. 

My Lorpo,—I have the honour herewith to tranemit to 
your Lordship copies of two Proclamations, together with a 
nominal list of the General Officers who have been taken pri- 
soners by the Russian armies, which I have just received from 
Wilna, but which have not yet been published here. 

No further official intelligence of military operations has 
been received here since my last, 

Private letters of the 30th, frem Liebau, mention, that the 
French troops stationed at that place marehed, on the 22d of 
Decemher, for Memel; from which it appears impossible that 
they should not have been cut off, if they attempted Tilsit, 
which was occupied on the Lith by Count Wittgenstein, who 
was nearer th Konigsberg.—1 have thé honour to be &c.
